as words of Scripture will come back to 
the habitual Bible reader, the noble ut- 
terance of Gamaliel concerning Peter 
and his brethren when they stood before 
the council : '-if this counsel or this work 
be of men, it will come to nought; but if 
it be of God ye cannot overthrow it. 


So with a sense of strength the minis- 


ter spoke • "My dear friends," he said, 
"you all know, though I did not give any 
notice to that effect, that this week is the 
Week of Prayer. 1 have a mind to ask 
you to make it for this once a week of 
practice instead. I think we may dis- 
cover some things, some of the things of 
God, in this manner that a succession of 
prajer meetings would not perhaps so 
thoroughly reveal to us. Now when I 
say this I don't mean to have you go 
home and vaguely endeavor to walk 
straight in the old way ; I want you to 
take 'topics,' as they "are called, for the 
prayer meetings. 
For instance, Monday 


is prayer for the temperance work. Try 
all that day to be temperate in speech, in 
act, in indulgence of any kind that is 
hurtful to you. The next day is for Sun- 
day schools : go and visit your scholars, 
such of you as are teachers, and try to 
feel that they have living souls to save. 
Wednesday is the day for fellowship 
meeting ; we are cordially invited to at- 
tend a union meeting of this sort at Ban- 
tam. 
Few of us can go twenty-five miles 


to be with our brethren there: let us 
spend that day iu cultivating our breth- 
ren here; let us go and see those who 
have been cold to us for some reason, heal 
up our breaches of friendship, confess our 
shortcomings one to another, and act 
as if in our Master's words, 'all ye are 
brethren.' 


"Thursday is the day to pray for the 


family relation: let us each try to be to our 
families on that day in our measure what 
the Lord is to His family, the church, re- 
membering the words, 'Fathers provoke 
not your children to anger;' 'Husbands, 
love your wives, 
and be not bitter 


against them.' These are the texts rare- 
ly commented upon I have noticed, in 
our conference meetings; we are more 
apt to speak of the obedience due from 
children, and the submission and meek- 
ness our wives owe us, forgetting that du- 
ties are always reciprocal.

The iron manufacturers of _the. West 


have quietly prc pared a great surprise for 
their employees and the public in general. 
Heretofore, when the time drew near for 
the annual adj istment of wages in the 
mills, the manufacturers quietly awaited 
the demands of the workmen, then held a 
meeting and decided whether to accept 
or reject them. 
This year the manufac- 


turers have repeatedly within the past 
two mouths dei lared that instead of wages 
being adjusted as usual, they would have 
to be subjected to a complete readjust- 
ment, and that on a basis lower than has 
been paid since the close of the great 
strike. 
They also determined to take 


the initiative instead of awaiting the re- 
sult of the deliberations of the workmen. 
In pursuance of this policy, three or four 
well known representatives of the iron 
trade have visited the headquarters of the 
Western Iron Association in Pittsburgh 
two or three times a week during the 
past month, but their work has been done 
in secret. Tuesday night and early yes- 
terday the names of iron manufacturers 
doing business in Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Wheeling, Covington, Chicago, St. Louis, 
and other Western cities appeared on the 
hotel registers of Pittsburgh. 
At about 


10 o'clock these men entered the rooms

nual meeting of the Western Iron Asso- 
ciation was held, but its business did not 
consume mucli time.

The men 
who had been meeting so mysteriously at 
the rooms of the association presented a 
revision of tho scales of the present year, 
and this was discussed, and after some 
minor change?, adopted as the basis on 
which the manufacturers will stand. The 
exact figures of the manufacturers' scale 
could not be ascertained, but it was 
learned without doubt that it proposes a 
reduction in wages of from 10 to 20 per 
cent.

from.

THE AMEBICAIT GIBL. 


As might have Been forseen, the ani- 


mated comments of Dr. Dix upon the 
defects of American girls and the errors of 
their training have been seized by the 
London press with something like malic- 
ious avidity. Their pondrous moralizing 
over the comininalory .criticsms of the 
reverend Doctor's remarks do not present 
anything essentially new in the discussion. 
It is the firm conviction of the educated 
foreigner of a certain school that Ameri- 
can girls reflect all the faults of their 
surroundings ; that they are taught in a 
school whose principles are morally out of 
the right line and are graduated with 
erroneous notions of the duties of their 
position. This may be admitted, but it 
is tcue not of the American girl alone, but 
of young womanhood the world over. 


American girls are accused, and per- 


haps justly, of an over-fondness for dress; 
of an immature entrance into the worldly 
conditions and rivalries of life. 
But any 


one who has mingled to any extent in 
society abroad will be apt to make the 
same remark of foreign girls. 
Certainly, 


if the comparison be made with the Eng- 
lish people, we should gather from such 
society novelists as 
Trollope, Black, 


Payne, Disrae'i and the lordlings who 
contribute to fiction that the English 
household was engaged in constant in- 
trigue for the marrying off of daughters; 
that these intrigues were begun in the 
teoderest age, and the ma idea herself the 
chief reliance of the scheming parents.

education "among women is much higher 
in this country than in France or England. 
In Germany Girls go through a training 
as ample as boys get in our secondary 
colleges. 
But Germany is a country 


where even the aristocracy would be 
ashamed to be second rate, either in the 
university or the wider education that 
follows terms. 
The discussion is, of 


course, incomplete unless the future of 
girls in colleges be understood. 
If the 


girls are to share the colleges and curri- 
culums with boys we shall have a race of 
wives, mothers and Jsisters equal to their 
brethren in mere educational rudiments. 
It is after the elementary trainings in 
colleges, however that practical education 
begins. 
Now, it is doubtful if society be 


so constituted as to afford young women 
the opportunities that men enjoy for in- 
creasing their gains and confirming them 
by post-graduate 
schooling. 
Unless 


society be reorganized to enable young 
women to dispute with their brothers iu 
the active affairs of life it is impossible 
to expect them to go on acquiring knowl-

keepers from prosecution for selling in- 
toxicating liquors to minors contrary to 
law." 
If such a title does not express 


the real purpose which lay behind and 
prompted the adoption of this law by the 
last Legislature it does express its practi- 
cal ^ workings. 
A prosecution

against a saloon keeper by the parents or 
guardians of boys whom the former has 
supplied with intoxicating liquors is now 
at once met by a threat to prosecute the 
boys themselves for falsely claiming to be 
of age. 
The asseveration of the saloon 


keeper may be met by the indignant de- 
nial of the boys, but HO parent is willing 
to invite a controversy of that character, 
so the threat usually results in the abrupt 
termination of the proceedings against 
the saloon keeper. 


Whether or not the law was intended 


to subserve this very purpose, it is admi- 
rably adapted for it. and should be re- 
pealed forthwith. Even if the law was 
passed in good faith, what justice is there 
in subjecting a minor to a fine of $20 and 
imprisonment for thirty days for the 
simple vice of lying to 'a tavern keeper, 
while all the rest of mankind go unpun- 
ished for any falsehood short of perjury 
in a court of justice f 
There is no reason 


for such a law except to enable saloon 
keepers to blackmail parents who are in- 
clined to prosecute those whose illegal 
sales of liquor are leading their boys into 
habits of drunkenness. The saloon keep- 
ers need no protection against misrepre- 
sentation on the part of minors, for the 
offense is "willfully furnishing liquors to 
minors." If they are really deceived as 
to the age of the minors there is no of- 
fense. . Whether they were deceived or 
not is a fact for the jury, and with the 
minors before it the jury can readilvjudge 
pretty accurately whether the "saloon 
keepers "willfully" violate the law or not. 
Though the bill to repeal the blackmail- 
ers act of 188t has been negatively re- 
ported, its merits are so great and so 
manifest that we yet hope to see the 
Legislature take up the bill and make it 
a law.—Press.

To prevent a felon—when the first

If one is troubled with sleeplessless, let 


him fasten his attention on his breathing, 
and fix his eyes on the stream of breath 
as it enters and leaves his nostrils. Of 
course he is lying in bed with his eyes 
closed, so that this process is imaginary. 
If he continues to watch his breathing in 
this way for a little time, not allowing 
the mind to wander, he will fall into a 
dreamless and refreshing sleep.

plant of which is at Steelton, near Har- 
risburg, is completing a school building 
at a cost of $65,000, which will be pre- 
sented to that borough. The company is 
also erecting a merchant plate mill at a 
cost of f 300,000, a blacksmith shop to 
cost $65,000, two new furnaces to cost

The company pays 
six per cent, in dividends semi-annually, 
employs 2,500 hands, and has a monthly 
pay roll approximating $130,000.

One 
steel rail thirty feet long is made in these 
works every passing minute of the day 
and night. One hundred cars arrive and 
depart from the yards of the company 
every twenty-four hours, and there is 
never a smaller amount than $1,000,000 
worth of raw material on hand at any 
time. The total plant is valued at over 
$4,000,000, and the profits for this year 
will reach $1,500,000. In 1878, 
the 


stock of the company sold for $48, the 
par being $100, and the price of it to-day 
is $305. There has never been a strike 
at the works of the Pennsylvania Steel 
Company.

SCIENTIFIC FARMING. 


ThcAtlmta Count itutunt gives an ex- 


ceedingly interesting account of a cotton 
farm in that State worked by a man, a 
former mi mbcr of the Legislature, named 
Furman 
He took sixty-five acre of the 


poorest S( rub land he had , land that 
would hardly crow weeds and was dear at 
$3 an acre 
He tried it as it was and 


raised eiglit bales of cotton, or a bale to 
eight acre1. Ths second year he put on 
500 pounds of compost to the acres and 
raised twelve bales; the third he doubled 
on his compost and produced twenty- 
three bah s, and so doubling each year in 
fertilizer Ins fifth year showed a product 
of eighty hales, an increase often times 
what he st irtcd with. 
Did it pay 1 Mr. 


Furman ihowcd that he did. Ilia pro- 
cess was strictly sciantific. 
He anal- 


yzed a cot!on plant and ascertained ex- 
actly what it required for its support, 
and in making his compost be supplied 
the necessity elements, his aim being to 
give more to the soil than the plants could 
takeaway. Then he purchased his own 
chemicals aud made hU uwn compost, 
the latter < osting him thus but $8.25 per 
ton of 2,OnO pounds. His own statement 
of the fifth year is as follows: "This year 
I used 4,0i 16 pounds to the acre, costing 
$14.50 01 $95 for total manure. But 
my crop is at least eighty bales, with this 
manure, where it was eight without. This 
increase < f seventy-two bales is worth 
$3,600. 
Deduct the cost of matwc, 


$940, and we have $2,050 as the profit 
on the USP of manure." 
To this must be 


added the fact that the land which was 
dear at $f> is now cheap at $100 an acre. 


Southern farming is proverbial improv- 


ident, partly owing to ignorance and 
partly to indolence. 
The sale of artificial 


fertilizers \i immense, because they are 
tho easiest applied, and they serve the 
purpose of bringing th» crop forward, of 
stimulating it, but leaving nothing in th 
land. 
Thu Mine process must be re 


periled eacliyearat the same cost. 
As tt 


science, a Knowledge of what the crop 
should actn illy require, Ihe ignorance ' 
supreme. 
The negroes aro oven worse 


than the whites. There are thousands o 
them at work on old plantations, pretty 
thoroughly exhausted before the war 
where they with immeuie labor raise 
bale to two or three acres, scanting over

"•The feet of Americans are, as a rule, of 
smaller and lighter build than tbe feet of 
Englishmen, and have more arch and 
higher insteps.

London shops before coming to this coun- 
try, and I know there are plenty of big 
feet among the English aristocracy. Tbe 
feet of American ladies are smaller than 
those of English ladies, but the American 
ladies are apt to distort their feet in a 
way that English ladies do not. 
Now, 


by right the last on which a shoe is made 
ought to be three sizes larger than the 
foot. 
There are four sizes to an inch, so 


that would give three-quarters of an inch 
room to the foot. 
An English woman 


will take such measurement, but if you 
make shoes in that way for American 
ladies you will have them left on your 
hands. You cannot make the shoe more 
than from a size and a half to two sizes 
above the exact length of the foot.

Crnr-s WARJIEK THAN THE COUNTRY. 


—Those who happen to live at a little 
distance from fie heart of a city, says 
Science, must frequently have noticed a 
lack of accord l.etween the readings of 
their own standard thermometers and the 
published observ itions of the Signal Ser- 
vice observer of their locality. Tlie rea- 
son oflhe discord is plain, viz., the per- 
turbing action of the heat which the city 
emits ; and, however gratifying it may 
be to the outsider to find himself superior 
to the Government observers, it is very 
little to tho credit of the Weather Bu- 
reau that this particular source of error 
was not long since recognized nnd avoid- 
ed. The remarks of Professor Whitney 
on this subject, as applied to observations 
made at London, are pertinent and con- 
vincing. He sa\s : "It is a well known 
fact, that cities sire considerably warmer 
that the more tliinly inhabited country 
otherwise unaer simim. utumtii, cu,,a; 
tions. Statistics prove this to be true; 
and there could lie no doubt that sucli 
would be the effect of an immense ag<*re- 
gation of population within a Unified 
space, even if there were no statistics 
bearing on this question. 
Many millions 


of tons of coal ara burned in and about 
London during e\ ery year ; and the whole 
mass of brick of which the city is built i 
heated during tht entire winter, and mor 
or less in the summer, many degree 
above tbe natural temperature. 
Ther 


can be no question that conditions sue 
as are here indicated vitiate all observa 
tions made in or near large cities, with a 
view to the determination of any possi 
ble secular variation of the temperature.
